liſt, To drive away the inſe cted Aire, which may come into any houſes that are not Infected, you ſhall uſe 
of the-Incenſe every Morning and Evening in all the Chambers, Parlours and Shops, the quantity in bigneſs of 
a Walnut, which you {hall burn in a Chaving diſh : And you are alſo to burn che ſame in the Entries of the 
Houſes; and eſpecially when you return from abroad, and abide the ſmoak of the faid Incenſe, in paſſing over 
it ſeverall times: It muſt be ſtirred for the better burning thereof till it be wholly Oonſumed. 
The Ruler which are to be ebſerved to drivs away the 1 Ayre from Honſes that are Infefed , and bouſe-bold 
Goods that are therein. 
Ou are to take a Chaving diſh with half a pound of the ſaid n ſaid quantity in every Cham- 
ber; and before you ſhall hange lines, whereon youare to hang the Cl , as Feather-beds, Rugs and all 
other Coods Tnfefted ; you are to keep the Chamber doores and windows ſhut during the ſaid 
Incenſe; and the people that are in, may go out till the ſaid Infection is gone from the {aid Chambers 
feed : Further you are to turn the ſaid Goods during the a the (aid Incenſe, and cauſe it to be con- 
ſumed by ſtirring under it by whiles in the burning for the ſpace of {ix houres, fpr the quantity required in each 
Chamber. 

You are to take Notice that when the ſaid Chambers and all the Goods therein are Infected, the ſick Perſon or 
or T erſons muſt not remain therein, but muſt be carried to the Peſt- bonſe, or ſome other convenient place; for 
itisa nt that when there is a peſtiferous Perſon in a houſe, there is alwayes of the InfeQtion by his — 
this wil be to labour in vain, I give youthisadvertiſement not to fall in ſuch an errour. 

' Which things being obſerved, as are here ſer down, I aſſure you, with the aſſiſtance of God, there ſhall not re- 
main any Infe&ion ; And that people may freely go in, when there ſhall dye any one ofthe InfeQion , when the 
houſe it ſhut up, oa the firſt day you are to uſe of the laid Remedies. 
The Virme of the little Bagge or Purſe. 
T He aid little Parſe is to be worn or hung about the Neck , falling upon the Heart or Stomack, to prevent 
the Infection; And che ſaid Purſe is to be perſumed over the (aid Incenſe once a day; becauſe if there ſhould 
enter any InfeQion in the Body, ot in the Cloaths, this Purſe hath the vertue to draw it away; as the Adomane- 
ſtone hath the virtue to draw Iron: In ſuch occaſions the ſaid Purſe will ſwell up; therefore the People thac 
wear it may ule the precaution , to ſee that they might be well purified of the Grid Infection; for the ſaid Purſe 
after it is perfumed, doth return co its form again, : 
T be Vertus and Uſe of Celeſtial Water. 
II is to be taken in Broth, Poſſet, or in half a glaſs of white VVine, the Doſe according to diſcretion, until the 
Broth, or Poſſet do taſte tarte, as if you had ſquee ſed in the juiſe of a Lemmon; you are to let it drop by drop. 
in ſticring it; This Remedy is wonderſull for the Pre ſervation of every one that (hall uſe it every Morning.
